ANNUAL  REPORT,  1932. 


The  Board  of  Management  of  the  Adelaide  Hospital,  in  accordance 
with  section  12  (1)  of  the  Hospitals  Act  Amendment  Act,  1921,  has 
the  honor  to  submit  for  the  information  of  the  Minister  the  sixty-third 
annual  report  on  the  administration,  showing  the  condition  and 
progress  of  the  institution  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1932. 

The  Board  held  52  full  meetings  during  the  year.  Several  conferences 
with  the  Advisory  Committee  and  the  Honorary  Staff  were  also  held. 
In  addition,  the  Chairman  and  members  regularly  confer  throughout 
the  year  and  continuously  visit  the  Hospital  in  connection  with  the 
administrative  work.  The  condemnation  of  worn-out  and  useless 
stores  is  always  kept  under  their  personal  supervision.

Finance. 

Revenue. — The  total  receipts  from  all  sources,  including  all  branches 
of  the  Hospital,  for  the  year  1932,  were  £18,303  8s.  Id.,  as  compared 
with  £19,162  12s.  lid.  for  the  year  1931.  The  decrease  is  accounted 
for  by  the  closing  of  the  North  Terrace  Consumptive  Home,  the  revenue 
from  this  branch  in  1931  being  £1,329  7s.  7d.  No  revenue  from  this 
source  is  included  in  the  1932  figures. 

The  amount  of  the  patients’  fees  received  on  account  of  the  Adelaide 
Hospital  was  £9,506  13s.  lid.  for  the  year  1932,  as  compared  with 
£9,284  16s.  6d.  for  the  year  1931,  an  increase  of  £221  17s.  5d. 

The  total  amount  of  fees  charged  to  patients  during  the  year  was 
£11,548  4s.  lid.  Patients’  fees  to  the  amount  of  £3,723  11s.  8d. 
were  written  off  by  the  Board  during  the  year. 

The  fees  received  towards  the  maintenance  of  each  patient,  based 
on  the  daily  average  number  of  patients,  in  1932  were  £19  3s.  4d.,  as 
against  £18  15s.  104/5d.  in  1931. 

The  fees  received  for  maintenance  of  patients  in  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Block  were  £773  8s.  9d.  more  than  the  previous  year, 
£2,657  19s.  4d.  in  1932,  as  compared  with  £1,884  10s.  7d.  in  1931. 

Laboratory  fees  were  £2,519  4s.  4d.  for  the  year  as  against 
£2,308  14s.  3d.  for  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  £210  10s.  Id. 
The  revenue  of  this  branch  amounts  to  approximately  55  per  cent,  of 
the  expenditure. 
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The  revenue  from  the  Dental  Branch  decreased  from  £668  7s.  9d- 
to  £626  6s.  5d.  The  majority  of  the  patients  at  this  branch  are  in 
destitute  circumstances,  no  less  than  75  per  cent,  being  either  unem¬ 
ployed  and  in  receipt  of  Government  rations,  or  pensioners  or  inmates 
of  Government  institutions. 

Details  of  revenue  in  1932  will  be  found  in  Appendix  No.  2.  A 
table  of  comparison  of  revenue  for  the  years  1921-1932  is  also  shown. 

Expenditure. — Details  of  expenditure  will  be  found  in  Appendix 
No.  2. 

The  total  expenditure  for  maintenance  for  all  branches  of  the 
Hospital  for  the  year  1932  was  £101,633  5s.  Id.,  as  compared  with 
£105,660  7s.  5d.  for  the  year  1931.  The  year  1931  includes  £4,772  8s.  7d. 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  old  North  Terrace  Consumptive  Home, 
which  is  not  included  in  1932. 

The  expenditure  for  maintenance  of  the  Adelaide  Hospital  was 
£87,444  Is.  5d.  for  the  year  1932,  as  against  £85,476  14s.  Id.  for  the 
year  1931,  an  increase  of  £1,967  7s.  4d.  The  increase  is  accounted  for 
by  the  increased  cost  of  repairs,  &c.,  carried  out  by  the  Architect- 
in-Chief  s  Department,  which  were  £2,258  4s.  9d.  more  in  1932  than  in 
1931. 

The  annual  cost  per  bed  occupied  in  1932  was  £163  16s.  02/5d.,  as 
compared  with  £163  11s.  41/10d.  in  1931,  and  the  average  daily  cost 
per  patient  8s.  ll2/5d.  as  against  8s.  ll|d.  for  the  previous  year. 

At  the  Infectious  Diseases  Block  the  average  daily  cost  per  patient 
fell  from  5s.  lljd.  in  1931  to  5s.  73/10d.  in  1932. 

The  expenditure  of  the  South  Australian  Government  Laboratory 
showed  a  decrease  of  £176  9s.  5d.  over  the  previous  year. 

At  the  Dental  Hospital  there  was  a  decrease  in  expenditure  of 
£91  Is.  Id.

Population. 

The  number  of  new  patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  for  the  year 
1932  was  10,171,  being  734  more  than  the  number  admitted  during 
the  year  1931. 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  was  496,  as  compared  with 
494  for  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  in-door  patients  treated  during  the  year  1932 
was  10,604  as  compared  with  9,839  in  1931. 
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The  number  of  new  patients  attending  the  Out-Patients’  Depart¬ 
ment  was  19,898,  as  compared  with  17,363  for  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  out-patient  attendances  in  1932  was  96,896, 
as  against  80,288  in  1931. 

The  figures  for  1932  show  that  the  Adelaide  Hospital,  in  both  in-door 
and  out-door  patients,  reached  the  highest  point  in  the  history  of  the 
institution. 

At  the  T.B.  Clinic  288  persons  were  under  treatment  during  the 
year  as  compared  with  206  for  the  previous  year. 

In  the  Infectious  Diseases  Block  the  daily  average  number  of  patients, 
32,  was  the  same  as  the  year  1931. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  Dental  Hospital  for  all 
purposes  was  66,053,  as  compared  with  61,796  for  the  previous  year. 
The  admissions  for  treatment  were  10,411  in  1932  and  10,614  in  1931.

Building  Additions. 

Owing  to  serious  lack  of  accommodation  the  old  Out-Patients’ 
Building  at  the  Hospital  entrance  was  converted  into  a  temporary 
surgical  ward  to  accommodate  18  female  cases.  This  was  subse¬ 
quently  closed  during  the  year,  as  the  land  was  required  for  a  site 
for  the  new  Out-Patients’  Department,  plans  for  which  were  approved 
and  the  work  authorized  by  the  Government. 

Excavation  work  was  begun  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  Plans 
were  also  approved  and  authority  given  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
Casualty  and  Admission  Block  adjacent  to  the  new  Out-Patients’ 
Building  which  is  to  be  proceeded  with  immediately. 
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Frome  Ward. 

Frome  Ward  was  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  open  ”  Tuber¬ 
culosis  cases  requiring  active  medical  treatment  and  was  officially 
opened  on  September  16th,  1932.  This  ward  has  accommodation 
for  30  patients  (18  males  and  12  females),  and  was  erected  on  the  site 
of  the  Pathological  Museum.  This  has  had  the  effect  of  removing 
this  class  of  patient  from  the  general  wards  of  the  Hospital. 

T.B.  Clinic. 

Plans  and  site  for  a  new  Tuberculosis  Clinic  on  the  Adelaide  Hospital 
grounds  have  been  approved  and  will  replace  the  temporary  T.B. 
Clinic  at  the  entrance  to  the  old  North  Terrace  Consumptive  Home. 

The  Clinic  is  now  open  two  afternoons  weekly  instead  of  one  afternoon 
in  order  to  cope  with  the  increased  number  of  patients. 

Infectious  Diseases  Block. 

The  North  Terrace  Infectious  Diseases  Block  was  closed  on  October 
7th,  1932,  and  the  patients  were  transferred  to  the  new  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  at  Northfield.  This  Institution  is  under  the  control 
of  the  Metropolitan  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  Board  consisting  of 
representatives  of  Municipal  Bodies. 

X-Ray  Room  and  Plans. 

In  order  to  cope  with  the  increase  in  X-Ray  work  and  to  relieve 
the  strain  on  the  present  Plant,  another  X-Ray  Room  has  been  built 
at  an  approximate  cost  of  £863  and  an  additional  Plant  purchased 
costing  £2,500. 

Steam  Services. 

Hot  water  and  steam  services  in  lieu  of  gas  were  extended  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  to  Alexandra,  Wyatt,  Victoria,  Albert,  Adelaide, 
Dorcas,  two  Theatre  Wards,  and  No.  1  Operating  Theatre  at  an  actual 
cost  of  £570  Is.  3d. 

The  funds  for  this  work  have  been  provided  by  the  Commissioners 
of  Charitable  Funds  and  are  repayable  to  them  plus  Interest  at  5  per 
cent,  per  annum  by  monthly  instalments  equal  to  one  half  of  the 
proved  savings  in  the  gas  accounts. 

Considerable  savings  have  been  effected  in  gas  consumption  as  the 


following  figures  show,  viz.  : —

Notwithstanding  the  decreased  consumption  of  gas  the  cost  of 
fuel  used  in  the  boilers  for  the  generation  of  steam  has  not  increased. 

The  Board  has  under  consideration  the  question  of  extending  hot 
water  and  steam  services  in  the  place  of  gas  to  other  parts  of  the 
institution  with  the  object  of  effecting  further  savings. 
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Out-Patients’  Department. 

Owing  to  the  congestion  at  the  old  Out-Patients’  Department  it 
was  found  necessary  to  institute  afternoon  clinics  on  two  days  weekly, 
beginning  from  August  2nd,  1932. 

Hospital  Auxiliary. 

The  Board  desires  to  again  express  its  appreciation  of  the  continued 
good  work  on  the  part  of  voluntary  lady  workers  for  the  benefit  of  the 
patients  of  the  Adelaide  Hospital. 

The  Sewing  Circle  Branch  provides  bed  linen,  quilts,  bed  jackets,  &c. 
Refreshments,  &c.,  are  on  sale  daily  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  at  the 
Kiosk  in  the  Hospital  grounds. 

The  result  of  the  activities  of  the  Auxiliary  will  be  reflected  in  the 
future  by  the  erection  of  a  Women’s  Block  at  the  Hospital.,  the  funds 
expended  by  them  being  subsidized  by  the  Government  and  allowed 
to  accumulate  towards  this  object.

During  the  past  year  the  Cancer  Clinic,  consisting  of  nominees  of  the  Honorary 
Staff  with  Dr.  F.  S.  Hone  as  Chairman,  has  continued  to  meet  regularly  on  Tuesday 
afternoons  ;  in  addition  there  have  been  evening  meetings  at  which  various 
phases  of  the  work  have  been  discussed. 

Blood  tests  on  members  of  the  staff  have  given  satisfactory  results,  while  the 
photometric  tests,  advised  by  the  last  Australian  Cancer  Conference  to  determine 
the  degree  of  exposure  of  each  member,  have  been  carried  out.  These  tests, 
also,  were  satisfactory  except  in  the  case  of  the  Deep  X-Ray  technician,  on  whom 
further  tests  are  in  progress  to  determine  the  cause  of  the  apparent  over-exposure.

With  the  exception  of  an  occasional  shortage  of  beds  caused  by  increased 
admissions  and  alterations  to  the  Hospital,  the  greatest  difficulty  has  been  caused 
by  the  varying  supply  of  radium  emanation.  During  the  year  the  form  of  needle 
was  altered  to  make  them  more  widely  applicable,  but  unfortunate  technical 
difficulties  connected  with  the  sealing  of  the  needles  have  prevented  their  general 
use.  Experiments  at  the  Commonwealth  Radium  Laboratories  are  in  progress 
to  determine  the  cause  of  this. 

In  other  respects  treatment  with  radium  has  been  carried  out  without  undue 
trouble.

General  Remarks. 

The  demand  for  treatment  continues  to  be  greater  than  the  services 
available  can  deal  with  adequately  ;  therefore,  much  of  the  treatment 
has  necessarily  been  restricted  to  emergency  and  relief  work.  On 
account  of  this,  effort  has  been  made  to  concentrate,  as  much  as 
possible,  the  work  of  the  conservation  section  on  treating  children,  this 
being  considered  the  best  course  for  serving  the  community  with  the 
limited  resources  available. 

The  demand  for  artificial  dentures  continues  to  be  very  heavy.  In 
this  section  of  work  every  effort  is  made  to  supply  dentures  only  when 
absolutely  necessary,  and  to  the  most  deserving  cases  who  take  their 
turn  for  treatment  from  waiting  fists. 

The  revenue  received  for  treatment  shows  no  improvement  over 
last  year  on  account  of  the  large  percentage  of  patients  who  are  in 
receipt  of  rations  or  pensions,  or  who  are  wards  of  Government  or 
charitable  institutions.  In  other  cases,  it  is  necessary,  and  has  been 
for  some  years,  for  patients  to  present  an  order  for  treatment  from 
some  outside  responsible  person  or  official.

The  work  of  the  laboratory  is  clearly  separated  into  two  main 
divisions,  viz.,  work  done  for  patients  admitted  to  the  Adelaide 
Hospital  for  treatment  and  that  done  for  private  medical  practitioners, 
boards  of  health,  Stock  Department,  and  other  public  institutions. 
All  the  work  in  these  two  main  divisions  is  more  or  less  of  a  routine 
character,  but  wherever  possible,  research  or  investigational  work  is 
carried  out  on  diseases  of  man  and  animals,  and  also  on  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  laboratory  methods  used  in  the  diagnosis  of  disease.  As  far 
as  possible  this  work  is  summarised  in  the  following  table,  but  this 
summary  does  not  represent  all  the  activities  of  the  staff,  which,  in 
addition,  concerns  itself  in  the  care  and  maintenance  of  apparatus  ; 
the  preparation  of  staining  solutions,  culture,  media,  &c.,  for  use  by 
students  both  in  the  Hospital  and  at  the  University  ;  assistance  to  the 
Honorary  Pathologist  in  the  building  up  and  maintenance  of  a  museum 
and  pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations  in  connection  with 
the  post  mortem  room  ;  the  maintenance  of  a  library  of  current  scientific 
publications  on  pathology,  bacteriology,  bio-chemistry,  and  related 
subjects. 

It  is  not  possible  to  give  a  very  accurate  picture  of  the  activities  of 
the  laboratory  staff  and  the  work  done  by  giving  the  actual  number 
of  examinations  made,  for  one  examination  may  involve,  for  example, 
10  times  the  amount  of  time  that  another  does.  For  the  most  part, 
however,  such  a  summary  does  convey,  particularly  to  those  familiar 
with  laboratory  work,  some  idea  of  the  main  activities  of  the  staff.

The  Clinical  Pathological  examinations  performed  for  the  Adelaide 
Hospital  include — (1)  The  histological  diagnosis  of  pathological 
tissues,  several  of  which  were  immediate  examinations  performed 
during  operations  (such  examinations  are  done  in  order  to  help  the 
surgeon  in  determining  the  extent  and  nature  of  the  operation  neces¬ 
sary)  ;  (2)  the  examination  of  urine  to  detect  abnormal  chemical  and 
morphological  elements  ;  (3)  the  examination  of  faeces  to  detect  the 
presence  of  abnormal  elements  ;  (4)  the  examination  of  cerebro-spinal 
fluid  to  detect  cellular  and  chemical  change  (this  examination  is 
extremely  useful  in  detecting  syphilis  of  the  central  nervous  system) ; 
(5)  the  examination  of  the  blood  to  detect  the  presence  of  the  various 
anaemias  and  leukaemias  ;  (6)  the  examination  of  material  for  the 
detection  of  Treponema  pallidum  in  the  diagnosis  of  syphilis  ;  (7)  the 
examination  of  fluids  from  various  cavities  and  cysts  to  determine 
their  nature. 

The  bio-chemical  examinations  performed  for  the  Adelaide  Hospital 
include — (1)  The  estimation  of  the  amount  of  sugar  in  the  blood  (this 
examination  is  made  as  an  aid  to  the  diagnosis  of  diabetes,  and  is  made 
either  after  a  fasting  period  or  after  the  administration  of  glucose  when 
several  examinations  are  made  to  trace  the  rise  and  fall  in  the  blood 
sugar)  ;  (2)  the  estimation  of  the  urea  nitrogen  in  the  blood  ;  (3)  the 
examination  of  the  gastric  contents  after  a  test  meal,  either  one  sample 
at  the  end  of  one  hour  or  smaller  samples  at  more  frequent  intervals 
over  a  period  of  two  and  a  half  hours  ;  (4)  collodial  gold  curves  on 
cerebro-spinal  fluids ;  (5)  chemical  examinations  of  various  body 

fluids. 

The  Bacteriological  examinations  performed  for  the  Adelaide  Hospital 
include — (1)  The  examination  of  sputum  for  the  detection  of  tubercle 
bacilli  and  other  bacteria,  and  also  for  hydatid  hooklets  ;  (2)  the 

examination  of  blood  for  the  Widal  reaction  (this  examination  is  im¬ 
portant  in  assisting  in  the  diagnosis  of  typhoid  fever)  ;  (3)  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  swabs  taken  from  the  throat  and  nose  to  detect  the  presence  of 
diphtheria  bacilli  ;  (4)  the  examination  of  urine  to  detect  the  presence 
of  tubercle  bacilli,  colon  bacilli*  and  other  bacteria  ;  (5)  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  inflammatory  fluids,  for  the  detection  of  bacteria,  e.g.,  pleuritic 
fluid  for  tubercle  bacilli  ;  (6)  examination  of  cerebral-spinal  fluid  to 
detect  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli,  meningococci,  and  other  bacteria  ; 
(7)  the  cultural  examination  of  blood  to  detect  the  presence  of  bacteria 
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in  the  circulation  ;  (8)  the  examination  of  faeces  and  urine  for  the 
detection  of  typhoid  bacilli  and  other  pathogenic  bacteria  ;  (9)  the 
examination  of  pus  for  the  detection  of  gonococci,  actinomyces,  and 
other  bacteria.  Bacteria  isolated  from  the  various  fluids  and  materials 
are  often  used  in  the  preparation  of  autogenous  vaccines. 

The  Wassermann  Reaction  was  performed  on  Thursday  in  each 
week.  This  reaction  is  of  great  value  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  syphilis.  The  Griffith  &  Scott  technique  is  employed  throughout. 

The  examinations  performed  and  classified  under  the  head  Private 
Work  include  in  the  main  such  examinations  as  described  under  clinical 
pathological,  bio-chemical,  and  bacteriological  examinations.  Much 
work  was  done  for  the  Board  of  Health.  Included  in  the  examinations 
are  also  : — Examinations  of  various  foodstuffs  for  the  detection  of 
bacterial  contamination  ;  (2)  examination  of  drinking  water  to  deter¬ 
mine  its  suitability  for  drinking  purposes.  Included  under  this  head 
are  regular  examinations  for  the  Hydraulic  Engineer’s  Department 
and  for  the  Adelaide  Local  Board  of  Health  ;  (3)  the  examination  of 
disinfectants  to  determine  their  germicidal  power ;  and  (4)  medico¬ 
legal  examinations. 

The  routine  examinations  for  the  Stock  Department  include — (1) 
Bacteriological  examinations  of  cow’s  milk  for  the  detection  of  tubercle 
bacilli  and  other  bacteria  ;  (2)  morbid  tissues  for  histopathological 
examination ;  (3)  examination  of  faeces  to  determine  the  presence  of 
parasitism  ;  (4)  examination  of  cow’s  blood  for  the  diagnosis  of  con¬ 
tagious  abortion  by  the  agglutination  test ;  (5)  specimens  removed 
post  mortem  from  animals  dying  from  various  causes,  &c. 

During  the  year  a  preliminary  investigation  was  made  into  a  disease 
of  sheep  occurring  in  the  N.E.  districts  of  the  State  and  of  obscure 
aetiology. 

An  experiment  was  carried  out  to  try  and  ascertain  the  aetiology 
of  Fowl  Paralysis.  This  one  experiment  was  carried  to  its  conclusion 
but  other  work  contemplated  could  not  be  done  owing  to  lack  of 
accommodation  for  experimental  birds. 

B.  Suipestifer  septicaemia  of  pigs  was  another  subject  for  investiga¬ 
tion  and  some  experimental  work  was  carried  out. 

One  hundred  boxes  of  bees  from  Italy  were  examined  for  the  presence 
of  Tarsonema  Woodi  and  Nosema  aphis. 

Bovine  contagious  abortion  has  been  eliminated  from  two  pure 
bred  herds  of  milking  cattle  by  the  aid  of  the  agglutination  test  carried 
out  at  the  laboratory. 

Ataxia  in  sheep  and  cattle  is  at  present  being  investigated. 

The  investigations  into  bovine  Haematuria  and  caseous  lymph¬ 
adenitis  in  sheep  which  are  being  carried  out  in  association  with  the 
Commonwealth  Council  for  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  were 
continued  during  the  year. 

The  Vaccine  Department,  as  well  as  preparing  166  separate  vaccines, 
also  administered  inoculations  of  vaccine  to  hospital  patients.  During 
the  year  223  hospital  patients  were  under  treatment.  The  majority 
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of  these  patients  visited  the  laboratory  twice  a  week  during  their 
course  of  treatment,  when  they  received  their  injections.  In  all,  1,393 
doses  of  vaccine  were  administered  ;  also  561  doses  of  tuberculin  were 
given  to  24  patients.  Vaccines  were  prepared  for  80  patients  under 
the  care  of  private  practitioners,  and  879  doses  (including  126  doses 
of  tuberculin  and  105  doses  of  T.A.B.  and  B.C.C.),  and  120c. c.,  were 
supplied  in  bulk  to  private  practitioners. 

The  Vaccine  Department  continued  to  undertake  the  work  of 
testing  asthma  and  hay  fever  patients  for  sensitization  against  various 
extraneous  substances,  and  to  carry  out  the  appropriate  treatment. 
During  the  year  112  patients  were  tested  against  the  various  pollen, 
protein,  and  epithelial  extracts.  Sixty-one  patients  were  treated 
and  received  920  doses. 

During  the  year  the  sterilization  and  preparation  of  catgut  for  surgical 
use  in  the  Hospital  was  carried  out  by  the  staff. 

Summary  and  Comments. — The  figures  show  that  there  has  been 
an  increase  of  only  313  in  the  total  examinations  over  those  made 
during  the  previous  year.  An  analysis  of  the  figures  shows,  however, 
that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  all  other  departments  of  the  work 
and  that  this  is  not  expressed  in  the  total  on  account  of  the  large 
fall  in  the  numbers  of  throat  swabs  examined,  1,756  less  than  the 
previous  year,  coincident  with  the  closing  of  the  Isolation  Ward. 
The  number  of  histopathological  examinations  continues  to  increase, 
an  increase  of  31  per  cent,  over  the  previous  year  when  it  was  noted 
that  the  work  in  this  department  had  doubled  since  1927.  This 
increase  is  partly  due  to  the  number  of  examinations  carried  out  for 
for  the  Radium  Department,  370  or  27-3  per  cent,  of  the  whole  coming 
directly  and  514  or  38  per  cent,  of  the  whole  coming  either  directly 
from  Radium  Department  or  indirectly  from  the  surgical  wards. 

The  number  of  blood  counts  made  on  hospital  patients  is  almost 
double  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  same  applies  to  test  meal 
examinations. 

Nine  hundred  and  twenty  doses  of  protein  extracts  were  administered 
in  the  Asthma  Clinic,  as  against  506  doses  in  the  previous  year. 

Under  the  heading  of  private  work  there  has  been  a  slight  increase 
in  the  number  of  examinations.

REPORT  FOR  YEAR  ENDED  DECEMBER  31st,  1932. 

Improved  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases 
is  urgently  necessary. 

The  Venereal  Diseases  Act,  passed  by  Parliament  in  1920,  has  not 
yet  been  proclaimed.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  could  not  be 
effectively  carried  out  until  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  both 
in-door  and  out-door  patients  is  provided.  It  is  considered  that  the 
Act  should  be  proclaimed  as  soon  as  possible. 

Report  of  Operations  for  the  Year  ended  December  31st,  1932- 

Male  Section. 

Surgeon — 0.  H.  Burnell,  B.S.,  M.D.,  F.R.C.S.E. 

Second  Surgeon — H.  R.  Pomroy,  M.B.,  B.S.,  F.R.C.S. 

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  patients  attending  has  shown 
a  further  steady  and  definite  decrease,  so  that  those  attending  can 
now  be  given  more  detailed  treatment.  Those  who  need  it  are  now 
receiving  diathermy  treatment,  with  gratifying  results.  It  has  also 
been  possible,  in  the  case  of  a  few  patients  with  resistant  gonorrhoea, 
to  take  them  into  hospital,  and  operate  on  them  ;  these,  without 
exception,  have  responded  well  to  the  treatment,  and  have  since 
been  discharged  cured. 

It  will  also  be  noted  that  a  very  large  number  of  patients,  who 
were  not  suffering  from  venereal  disease,  presented  themselves  for 
diagnosis.  This  is  a  very  gratifying  feature  of  the  work,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  public  will  continue  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
facilities  provided,  as  in  this  way  we  may  hope  to  commence  our 
treatment  at  the  earliest  possible  date,  should  their  disease  prove 
to  be  a  venereal  infection  ;  patients  treated  early  almost  invariably 
do  better  than  those  commencing  later. 

Female  Section. 

Surgeon — R.  F.  Matters,  M.B.,  Ch.M.,  F.R.C.S. 

The  work  at  the  Female  Night  Clinic  during  the  past  year  has  been 
very  satisfactory  and  a  number  of  patients  have  satisfied  us  that 
they  were  cured  and  have  been  discharged.  The  work  has  been 
facilitated  by  the  help  and  co-operation  of  the  Sisters,  who  have  worked 
most  strenuously  and  thoroughly.
